MARCH  UNIFORM  PRICE  $4.24 


Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A"  milk  to  handlers  subject  to  the  Fort 
Wayne  milk  order  during  March  1962,  will  receive  a minimum  uniform  price  of  $4.24  per 
hundredweight  for  milk  testing  3.5%.  A butterfat  differential  of  7.5  cents  for  each 
one- tenth  of  one  percent  that  individual  tests  vary  above  or  below  the  3.5%  standard 
will  be  used.  This  minimum  price  is  subject  to  a 4 cent  per  hundredweight  marketing 
service  deduction  and  authorized  hauling  charges.  The  computation  of  the  minimum 
blend  price  is  shown  on  page  5 and  the  class  prices  on  page  ,4

PRODUCTION  AND  UTILIZATION 

I ^ 

Approved  producers  shipped  16 ,534 , 129^  pounds  of  milk  to  the  Fort  Wayne 
market  during  March  1962,  of  which  13,528,647  pounds  or  82%  was  utilized  in  Class  I 
by  18  pool  handlers.  Production  was  up  15.8%  from  February  1962.  Class  I utili- 
zation of  producer  milk  was  up  15.37o  from  February  1962. 


There  were  824  producers  on  the  market  for  March  1962.  Average  production 
per  farm  per  day  was  647  pounds  compared  with  622  pounds  for  February  1962. 

DAIRY  SUPPORT  PRICES  LOWERED 

Milk  support  prices  were  lowered  on  April  1,  to  $3.11  a hundredweight  for 
manufacturing  milk  of  average  butterfat  content  and  to  57.2  cents  a pound  for  butter- 
fat  in  farm-separated  cream.  During  the  past  year  milk  was  supported  at  $3.40  and 
butterfat  at  60.4  cents.  In  view  of  the  current  supply  situation  the  Secretary  was 
required  to  drop  the  milk  price  to  75  percent  of  parity. 


This  new  price  represents  a reduction  of  29  cents  per  hundredweight  from 
the  support  price  which  has  been  in  effect  since  March  10,  1961.  It  is  expected  that 
market  prices  for  dairy  products  and  the  prices  paid  to  dairy  farmers  for  manufact- 
uring milk  will  fully  reflect  the  drop  in  price  support. 

APRIL  CLASS  I PRICE  $4.41 

$1.20  was  added  to  the  March  basic  formula  price  of  $3.21  (Wisconsin- 
Minnesota  Series)  to  establish  the  Fort  Wayne  Class  I price  for  April.  This  price 
of  $4.41  is  8 cents  below  the  March  Class  I price.
